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INTRODUCTION. 


This  volume  of  Book-Prices  Current  is  remarkable  for  the 
large  number  of  scarce  and  valuable  books  leported  in  its 
pages.  Of  late  years,  some  twenty-five  or  thirty  single  volumes 
or  works  have  each,  as  a  rule,  realised  ^loo  or  upwards  during 
the  course  of  a  season.  That  may  be  taken  as  being  about  the 
average,  but  anyone  who  took  the  trouble  to  go  through  the 
following  pages  would  find  that  this  number  has  been  very  greatly 
exceeded.  The  Shakespeariana  alone  constitute  a  formidable  list. 
One  copy  of  the  first  folio  made  its  appearance,  nine  of  the  second, 
one  of  the  third  and  seven  of  the  fourth  ;  and,  in  addition,  there 
were  twenty-five  early  4to.'s  or  Svo.'s,  inclusive  of  the  "  Merry 
Divel  of  Edmonton"  and  that  precursor  of  "King  Lear"  which 
was  printed  for  Simon  Stafford  for  John  Wright  in  1605  under  the 
title  of  "The  True  Chronicle  History  of  King  Leir  and  his  three 
daughters,  Gonerill,  Ragan  and  Cordelia"  (see  post  No.  5104). 
The  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  more  important 
Shakespeariana  reported  in  this  volume,  with  the  prices  realised. 
Ordinary  copies  and  collective  editions — of  which  there  were 
a  large  number— and  more  particularly  a  variety  of  acting  versions, 
all  presentation  copies  from  Charles  Kean,  are  not  included,  as 
from  a  pecuniary  point  of  view  they  are  comparatively  un- 
important.

Some  of  these  copies  were,  of  course,  in  better  condition  than 
others,  but  it  has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  give  minute  details 
in  this  respect.  All  these  books  are  indexed,  and  can  be  readily 
looked  up,  when  they  will  be  found  fully  described. 

This  is,  as  stated,  a  formidable  and  altogether  exceptional  list, 
in  itself  sufficient  to  make  this  volume  of  Book-Prices  Current 
a  notable  addition  to  the  series.  There  are,  however,  a  con- 
siderable number  of  other  books,  equally  interesting  and  valuable, 
which  it  would,  under  the  circumstances,  be  illogical  to  omit. 
These  are,  as  before,  arranged  with  reference  to  the  prices  realised, 
the  more  expensive  volumes  being  placed  first.

In  addition,  twenty-six  other  works  realised  ^100  or  over,  but  less 
than  ;^i5o,  and  on  a  calculation  it  is  found  that,  including  the 
Shakespeariana  before  mentioned,  the  books  contained  in  the 
second  list  given  above,  and  the  other  works  which  it  has  not  been 
thought  necessary  to  quote,  but  which  realised  ;^ioo  and  upwards, 
as  much  as  ^24,351  was  obtained  for  69  works.  No  account  is 
taken  of  manuscripts  in  this  computation,  and  it  is  evident  that, 
so  far  as  the  printed  books  are  concerned,  the  average  amount 
per  work  realised  (the  whole  season's  sales  being  computed)  is 
very  materially  increased  by  the  remarkable  influx  of  expensive 
works  to  which  reference  has  been  made. 

For  the  season  dealt  with  in  the  present  volume,  the  average 
works  out  at  ^2  17s.  2d.,  as  against  ^2  9s.  3d.  in  1903-4,  ^3  2s.  lod. 
in  1902-3,  ^3  3s.  4d.  in  1901-2,  and  ^3  7s.  lod.  in  1900-1901, 
the  last-named  being  the  highest  so  far  recorded.  It  is  evident 
from  this  computation  that  an  average  of  ^2  17s.  2d.  is,  under  the 
circumstances,  anything  but  satisfactory.     It  discloses  the  fact  that 
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while  some  few  books  of  a  very  special  kind  have  realised  abnor- 
mally high  prices,  the  vast  majority  must  have  suffered  severely. 
Such  indeed  proves,  on  investigation,  to  be  the  case,  for,  leaving 
the  69  high-priced  works  out  of  the  calculation,  the  average  stands 
no  higher  than  about  ^2  5s.  gd.  Ordinary  books— by  which  I 
mean  those  which  are  not  in  the  very  front  rank  as  collectors' 
specialities — have  dropped  very  greatly  in  value.  Works  on 
Bibliography,  Sport,  Theology,  History  and  Military  Subjects,  as 
well  as  old  Poetical  Works,  have,  on  the  whole,  barely  maintained 
last  year's  position,  though  an  increased  interest  has  been  taken 
in  the  early  editions  of  the  Plays  of  the  Old  Dramatists.  Every- 
thing else  has,  however,  much  headway  to  make.  Works  of 
Fiction  show  a  great  falling  off  in  numbers,  as  well  as  in  value, 
and  the  same  remark  applies  to  books  classed  under  the  headings 
Voyages  and  Travels,  Natural  History  (in  all  its  branches),  the 
Fine  Arts,  Topography  and  Views  in  Europe  and  the  East. 
The  Greek  and  Latin  Classics  are  hardly,  a  few  exceptions 
apart,  worth  mentioning,  and  Americana  are  conspicuous  by 
the  infrequency  of  their  occurrence.  It  may  be  said  with  every 
confidence  that  the  season  1904-5  has  proved  one  of  the  best  of 
recent  years  for  buyers  who  are  compelled  by  circumstances  or 
content  to  forego  the  collection  of  curiosities  and  to  pin  their 
faith  to  books  which  are  desirable  and,  at  the  same  time,  com- 
paratively easy  to  acquire. 

Subscribers  to  Book-Prices  CURRENT,  and  others  who  have 
occasion  to  use  this  volume,  will  notice  that  the  General  and 
Subject  Indexes  have  been  placed  in  one  alphabet.  This  has  been 
done  to  facilitate  reference,  there  being  obviously  no  necessity  to 
have  two  Indexes,  placed,  as  heretofore,  in  different  parts  of  the 

book.

Corser  and  other  collectors  having  examined  it)  the  owner 
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was  offered  ^150  for  it,  but  refused  to  part  with  it.  Besides 
the  signature  of  Shakespeare  on  the  last  cover,  there  is  also 
the  following  inscription  :  "John  Fox  off  Warwick  was  the 
owner  off  this  Bible,  anno  dom.  1633."  This  inscription  is 
important,  as  it  locates  the  book  as  being  in  Shakespeare's 
county  only  seventeen  years  after  his  death.  From  Fox's 
hands  it  passed  into  the  possession  of  the  Bradshaw  family, 
and  it  has  an  inscription,  "William  Bradshaw,  son  of  Joiin 
Bradshaw,  is  the  true  owner  of  this  Bible,  Anno  1666,"  and 
there  are  accounts  of  the  death  of  his  father  John,  his 
brothers  John,  George,  Thomas  and  Henry,  all  of  whom 
died  before  1664,  after  which  it  again  changed  hands  and 
belonged  to  Thomas  Hall,  and  has  inscription,  "Thomas 
Hall  is  the  true  owner  off  this  Bible,  Anno  1727,"  and  of 
"James  Hall,  1743."  These  signatures  are  of  great 
importance,  for  Shakespeare's  daughter  married  a  John 
Hall.
